Not Take Part 


After Long Career 


and Questions Settled

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. — This 
was “clean-up” day in the Supreme 
Court, which endeavored to dis- 
pose of as large a number as pos- 
sible of the cases which had been 
heard at the present term.

Although hig resignation, recent- 
ly placed in the hands of President 
Harding, does not take effect until 
tomorrow, Justice Day did not - 
pear upon the bench today and will 
discharge no further active duties 
as a member of the court. Tomor- 
row his name will be placed upon 
the retired list of the court, of 
which he has been a prominent 
member since February, 1903. This 
will enable him to give his undivid- 
ed attention to his new duties as 
umpire upon the Anterican-German 
claims commission. 


FARMER WINNER 

A farmer can recover from an

It was decided to prepare a na- 
tional equal rights amendment 
for introduction into Congress, 
though prbbably not this session, 
and to campaign in forty-two 
Stats whose Legislatures will con- 
vene during the hext few months.

CANCER—NO. II 
This week of November 12 to 
18 is being considered throughout 
the country as “Cancer Week.” Its 
purpose is to educate people to 
know’the early symptoms of can- 
cer. Because if the early symp- 


/teoms of cancer are known and 


er many, many lives will be 
saved. 

Do you think that the observ- 
ance of cancer week is going to 
cause undue anxiety and useless 
worry among some people? Do 
you think“!t will cause a cancer- 
phobia (fear)? There is no doubt 
there may be some people who 
will become more or less hysterical 
from the fear of cancer; but the 
fear of cancer will not produce 
cancer, and these few people will 
not die of fear, never fear. 

A good wholesome fear of can- 
cer is just what is needed, for 
that wil] result in saving 
lives, and the saving of these lives 
will more than justify cancer week 
even though a few may be made 
overanxious. 

If a member of your family had 
Gied because of the lack of this 
fear of cancer and the lack of 
knowledge of its early 
you would feel very strongly, as I 
do, that observance of =.cancer 
week is a great humanitarian 
movement. I told you yesterday 
how my father lost his life in the 
height of his usefulness because 
he aid not know the early symp- 
toms of cancer. 

In the United States 90,000 peo- 
ple die each year from cancer. 
One of every eight women and 
one of every fourteen men—aver- 
age, one out of every ten, after the 
age of 40, die of cancer.

ent Increase. That is, on account 
of a more acientific diagnosis, 
deaths that were formerly credited 
to other causes are now credited to 
cancer. 

Second, the fear of operations. 
This fear of an operation is due 
to two facts: First, that it becomes 
public knowledge when the pa- 
tients die from cancer even after 
an operation; and that it does not 
become public knowledge that 
these opérations, many of them, 
were probably on late cancer and 
cancers fully diagnosed, when per- 
haps the cancer celis had already 
begun to be deposited elsewhere 
in the body. Second, because it 
does not become public knowledge 
when many thousands are saved 
by an early operation—one that is 
taken in time, 

The third cause tn the increase 
of cancer is due to. anything which 
prevails upon people to ignore the 
preliminary symptoms of cancer by 
denying their existence, repeating 
formulas and various mental] sym- 
nastics and believing the numerous 
false testimonies given by many 
people that they were cured by 
following these methods when, if 
the truth were known, half of 
them Sever had cancer in the first 
place and the other half had early 
operations which t! ey fail to men- 
tion in their testimonies. I per- 
sonally know of many of these 
cases, 

The fourth cause of the increase 
of some cancers may be traced 
to our present industrial develop- 
ment, which causes less Physical 
work to be done than formerly. 
With this decrease of physical 
work there has apparently not 
been a decrease, as there should 
be, in the intake of food. This is
